2. Claims 1, 2, and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by CRAIG (4,003,265). 

Note figures 2 and 3. CRAIG and column 5 line 36 - column 6 line 6. CRAIG 
discloses a method of balancing a rotating spindle assembly using eccentric rings that 
are mounted on the spindle. 

3. Claims 3-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Note that claim 9 has now been indicated as defining over the art. There is no 
disclosure in CRAIG of a controller adjusting the position of the rings. 

4. Applicant's arguments filed 1 1 /1 /04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Applicant argues that CRAIG measures the imbalance before the eccentric rings 
are mounted on the spindle. The Examiner does not agree. A complete reading of 
CRAIG indicates that the rings are always mounted on the spindle.
